kind. On fuch apparently trifling and cafe 
circumftances may our comfort and fafety, J 
life and our falvation itfelf depend. 0, let US ’J 
and praife the Lord God of Ifrael, “ who of 
doeth wondrous things,” and tohim let us chd 
fully commit the keeping of our fouls, befeediJ 
him, that all events may tend to bring us nears 
to himfelf, and prepare us for his own everlaftj 
kiagdom.'
